HOW HE EXPECTS ROADS 
TO GET MONEY NEEDED

Should the Basic 8-Hour 

Day Be Accepted — What 
President Said None of the 
Committeemen Would Re- 
veal— Rail Chiefs Realize 
That Wilson Cannot Be 
Expected to Recede From 
the Position He Has Taken. 
Delay Is Making Brother- 
hood Men Restless. 


Washington, August 22.—Eight pres- 
idents of important railway systems 
who have been designated to draft the 
railroads’ reply to President Wilson's 
appeal that they accept his plan for 
averting a nation-wide strike, were in 
almost continuous session today and 
tonight without solving their problem. 

Late tonight three of the committee- 
men, Hale Holden of the Burlington, 
R. S. Lovett of the Union Pacific and 
Daniel Willard of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, discussed the _ situation with 
President Wilson. They were at the 
white house for more than an hour, 
and on leaving declined to talk about 
their visit further than to say they 
had asked for the conference to “dis- 
cuss the general situation,” and ex- 
pected to see the president again. 

Although some of the sixty or more 
presidents are showing a disposition 
to prolong the negotiation in the hope 
that the sentiment of business men 
of : try be shown to be 
opposed o the of an eight-hour 
day, there was a general feeling to- 
night that a definite answer to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s demand cannot be much 
longer postponed. The president is 
understood to have indicated that he 
desired his prop®gal to be fully de- 
bated by the ecutives, but their 
conferences amorg themselves have 
failed so far to develop any concrete 
plan likely to win approval. 

Insistent on Arbitration. 

So far as the presidents would dis- 

cuss the situation tonight, they still 
are insistent upon an arbitration of 
-the eight-hour day and all other issues 
with the employees. As the confer- 
ences continued there was less talk of 
action which would lead to a strike, 
but some of the executives are ex- 
pected to fight to the last ditch any 
plan which would force an eight-hour 
day upon the roads without some form 
of arbitration. 
. It was understood the white house 
conference tonight did not develop any 
actual plan, but that the three execu- 
tives wished to get President Wilson's 
views on various phases of the mat- 
ter, so that they could be outlined to 
the rest of the committee tomorrow. 
The executives are said to realize that 
Mr. Wilson cannot recede from the 
position he has publicly taken, and 
some of them are convinced now that 
about all they can hope for is to come 
out with some concessions... 

Among the more than six hundred 
representatives of the railroad brother- 
hoods in Washington there was evident 
today a feeling of restlessness, and 
there were many inquiries of leaders 
as to how long they must remain. It 
is not expected that this feeling will 
lead to any open revolt unless the con- 
ferences between President Wilson and 
the executives are prolonged. Some of 
the leaders told inquirers today that 
they would not have to stay in Wash- 
ington more than forty-eight hours. 

Publie Opinion to Decide. 

The railroad executives who are 
counting upon winning the president to 
their position in the negotiations say 
that the case after all is to be decided 
by public opinion, and that this will be 
found to support arbitration and con- 
demn the eight-hour day. They made 
public tonight several telegrams from 
commercial organizations’ throughout 
the country, upholding arbitration for 
the settlement of labor disputes and 
opposing an eight-hour day such as the 
employees desire. 

The cabinet discussed the situation at 
today’s meeting and in the opinion of 
some of the members the danger of a 
strike has been greatly lessened. 

It is understood that the chief object 
of the visit to the white house was to 
ask the president to state specifically 
how he expected the railroads to make 
up the millions of dollars,which the 
managements say it will cost them to 
‘put into effect the eight-hour basic 
day they are asked to grant. What the 
president said in reply none of the com- 
mitteemen would reveal. Heretofore, 
according to the railroad men, Mr. Wil- 
son has dealt with this phase of the 
subject only in the most general terms.

“So, now, I have two reasons to re- 
turn to the good old United States 
of America after this war is over— 
my wife (a bride of a month) and my 
people.” 

This was the message Lieutenant 
Meredith Gray, “somewhere in France,” 
wrote his parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Gray, of 411 Bedford place, Atlanta. 

The letter came yesterday, forward- 
ed by Lottie, his pretty young bride, 
in Cork, Ireland. 

But Meredith Gray will not return. 

Just an hour before the postman 
brought this letter to the Gray home, 
Tuesday, Mr. Gray received the fol- 
lowing cablegram: 2. 

“M. Gray, 411 Bedford place, Atlan- 
ta, U. S. A., Meredith killed. 

(Signed) “WILSON.” 

Meredith Gray was born and reared 
in Atlanta and had hundreds of friends 
here. In March, 1915, he went to Eu- 
rope to fight for the allies. 

There are no details of his death, 
but the letter received Tuesday indi- 
cates that he met his death in action, 
while operating aie trench mortar 
against the enemy. In his letter he 
said he was on leave of absence from 
the trenches to take a course of in- 
struction in the Stokes trench mortar. 
“And when I finish,”’ he said, “I hope 
to get a few ‘Huns’—if they don’t get 
me first!” The likelihood is that “they 
got him first,” so recently was the let- 
ter written. 

LAST LETTER 
WRITTEN TO MOTHER. 

rhe letter follows: 

“My Dear Mama: I have put off 
writing you for several days, it has 
been so warm (in several ways) out 
here that I did not feel like doing 
anything but sleep. At the present I 
am not with my regiment; am with, or 
I should say off, on a course of in- 
struction on the Stokestrench mortar, 
and when I finish I hope to get a few 
‘Huns’—if they don’t get me first; but 
you may bet I shall run no risk that I 
don’t have to. 

“By the time you get this you will 
have heard from Lottie (his recent 
bride) and received my letter from 
London, teiling you about my mar- 
riage. Well, I am happy, and when 
this war is over I shall do my best to 


make Lottie happy. She is a good 
girl and as well as can be, so now I 
have two reasons to return after this 
war, to my wife and my people in the 
good old U. S. A. 

“So I shall run no risk that will pre- 
vent me returning. 

“You folks must write her. 
as you can and she will be au 
you news of me. 

“At the present I am staying with a 
nice old French family and they are 
as good to me as they can be; coujd 
not ask more of them. 

“Am sending this letter to Lottie to 
post to you, as am afraid you will not 
get it otherwise; but you can write me 
direct and I shall get it. 

“Have said all I can now except that 
I am as well as could be and can't com- 
plain. Give my best *o Anna (his sis- 
ter) and the rest of my friends, 

“With a ton of love, 


“Your son, 
(Signed “MEREDITH. 
“Somewhere in France.” 
The letter was not dated. 
MARRIED IN JULY 
IN CORK, IRELAND.

MEREDITH 


LANE, GRAY AND MOTT 
ON JOINT COMMISSION 


Washington, August 22.—Secretary 
Lansing announced tonight that the 


Americam members of the joint com- 
mission to undertake settlement of 
differences between the United States 
and Mexico would be Franklin K. 
Lane, secretary of the interior; Judge 
George Gray, of Wilmington; Del., and 
Dr. John R, Mott, of New York city. 

All of the commissioners have ac- 
cepted their appointments, the Mexi- 
can members were named some time 
ago and arrangements for their meet- 
ing will be made immediately by 
Secretary Lansing and Eliseo Arre- 
dondo, General Carranza’s ambassador 
designate. Virtually the only ques- 
tion to be decided is where the ses- 
sions will be held. The Mexicane are 
understood to prefer some resort on 
the New Jersey coast. 

Secretary Lane, who will head the 
American group, was the first member 
selected. Associate Justice Brandeis 
was President Wilson's second choice, 
but after a conference with Chief Jus- 
tice White he decided his duties would 
not permit him to serve. Judge Gray, 
a retired federal circuit judge and a 
former United States senator, has had 
much experience on international 
bodies and since 1900 has been a mem- 
ber of the international ermanent 
court of arbitration under The Hague 
convention. Dr. Mott is general secre- 
tary of. the international committee 
of the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion and author of numerous religious 
works. He was offered the 
minister to China by President 
but declined it. 


GRAY. 
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Stinging Rebuke for Drag- 
ging Her Name Into His 
Speeches Against Dorsey. 


Accusing Joseph E. Pottle, of Mil- 
ledgeville, candidate for governor, of 
holding her up for the sympathy of the 
state in utter disregard of her sensibil- 
ities in a deep grief, for the purpose of 
creating prejudice against Hugh M. 
Dorsey, his opponent, Mrs. John W. 
Nelms has written a letter to Mr. Pot- 
tle and asked him to do her the courte- 
sy in the future of not making mention 
of her name in his political speeches. 

Mrs. Nelms states that her informa- 
tion from the newspapers is that Mr. 
Pottle has accused Mr. Dorsey of tak- 
ing the “widow’s mite’ from her in 
the shape of a fee to represent her in 
a haibeas corpus appeal in Washington 
for the purpose of extraditing the In- 
neses from Texas to Georgia, and that 
further, Mr. Pottle has stated that Mrs. 
Nelms had to mortgage her home to 
pay Mr. Dorsey this fee. Mrs. Nelms 
states that this is untrue, and that 
whatever fee she may have paid Mr. 
Dorsey is a matter of private contract 
between her and him and no business 
of Mr. Pottle or of the public, and that 
she is indebted to Mr. Dorsey for what 
he has done for her in helping to find 
her two lost daughters whom she be- 
lieves to be murdered. 

Mrs. Nelms declares that Mr. Pottle 
has violated good taste in dragging 
her name into his “selfish political dis- 
courses,” and that her former indif- 
ference toward his campaign has been 
converted ynto a positive dislike by his 
“very insincere and totally inexcusable 
efforts to arouse prejudice against Mr. 
Dorsey,” in which, she says, Mr. Pot- 
tle is either ‘“‘misinformed or negligent 


of the truth.” 
Mra. Nelmps’ Letter, 
Her letter to Mr. Pottle is as follows: 
Atlanta, Ga., August 21, 1916. 

“Mr. Joseph E. Pottle, Kimball House, 
Atlanta.—Dear Sir: You have been 
qucted repeatedly in various newspa- 
pers as having referred in your polit- 
ical speeches to me and my family and 
my misfortune, and as having attempt- 
ed to arouse sympathy for me with 
that recitation im order to excite preju- 
dice against Mr. Hugh M. Vorsey, can- 
didate tor governor. 

“You are yuoted as Dlaming Mr. Dcr- 
sey tor having accepted employment 
by me; as representing that ne took a 
mortgage on my home to insure his 
fee; a8 representing him to be a man 
who would take a ‘widow’s mite’ tur 
work he ought to have done without 
charge or ought not to have done at 
aili—which, 1 am unable to determine 
from reports of your speeches, 

“The tacts of this matter are that I 
employed Mr. Dorsey of my own voli- 
tion to represent ethe sheriff of Bexar 
county, Texas, betore the supreme 
court at Washington in resisting an 
appeal by Mr. and Mrs. Victor E. innes 
on their petition tor habeas corpus. 
The governor of Texas had declineu or 
neglected to see that the sheriff of 
Bexar county was so represented. It 
therefore became necessary for me, the 
mother of the two girls who were mur- 
dered, and the one most at interest, to 
see that this representation was made. 
Il had the right to employ Mr. Dorsey 
tor this private and personal service, 
and he had the right to accept that em- 
ployment. The amount of the fee I 
agreed to pay him for this work is a 
matter of private contract between him 
and myself. I have no objection to his 
making it Known, but I see no reason 
why 1 should inform you of it. Further, 
the method of payment of that fee 
also was a matter of private contract 
between us, with which I think you are 
not concerned. If the newspapers have 
correctly quoted you as saying that I 
mortgaged my home to insure its pay-

RUSSIA SENDS TROOPS 
TO JOIN IN THE DRIVE 
FOR RESCUE OF SERBIA 


Russian Troops Land at 
Saloniki and Are at Once 
Hurried to Part of the Line 
Held by the Serbians—Ar- 
rival of the Russians in the 
Balkans Has Created Pro- 
found Impression in Greece. 
Greek Troops Reported 
Fighting the Bulgars. 


—_ 


Both allied wings on the Saloniki 
front. where the soldiers of at least 
seven nations are in battle, have been 
bent back by the Bulgarians. In the 
center, however, where the allies’ main 
effort is being made at the entrance 
to the great Vardar valley, Paris re- 
ports important gains. 

Nothing is said about the Russian or 
Italian share in the fighting, and no 
information has been given as to their 
strength. The Serbians apparently 
have been fhe heaviest losers and have 
been forced back on their extreme 
left about five miles from the Serbian- 
Greek frontier. They claim, however, 
continued progress on the other sec- 
tions of their front.

ALLIES GAIN 
IN THE CENTER. 


Paris, August 22.—The allies have 
captured a series of heights west of 
the Vardar river on the Saloniki front, 
says a war office statement tonight. On 
both wings advance detachments have 
fallen back before the counter offensive 
of the Bulgarians. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“The battle continued on August 21 
on the whole front of the allied ar- 
mies on the Saloniki line. In the center 
the British-French forces have violent- 
ly bombarded Bulgarian positions on 
both sides of Lake Doiran while our 
infantry established itself in the south- 
ern spurs of the Beles mountains, 

“West of the Vardar our troops have 
occupied a line of heights near Ljum- 
nica and have maintained their posi- 
tions at all points in spite of violent 
counter attacks by the enemy. 

“The Serbian army has continued 
its progress in the mountainous zone 
between the Cerna and Moglenica riv- 
ers. On the two wings the enemy, at 
the cost of very heavy losses, has 
succeeded in pushing back our advance 
detachments. On one end of the line 
the covering detachment which at- 
facked on August 20 west of Seres 
Bulgarian forces, more than a division 
in strength, in order to delay their 
march has fallen back on the Struma. 
All the passages of the river, are solid- 
ly held by the allies. On the extreme 
left wing the Serbian army, after a 
very hot battle lasting two days which 
was undertaken to retard the advance 
of the right wing of the Bulgarians, 
has retaken its principal defensive po- 
sition in the neighborhood of Lake Os- 
trovo.”

After a conference of the French, 
British, Serbian and Russian command- 
ers at Saloniki today it was decided 
that the newly-arrived Russian forces 
should take up positions with the Ser- 
bian troops on the southern frontier of 
Serbia. 

The Serbo-Russian force was placed 
under a combined staff, of which Crown 
Prince Alexander of Serbia is the nom- 
inal commander. The Russian general, 
Friederictsz, is in actual command. 

The arrival of the Russians has cre- 
ated a profound impression here. Even 
the royalists, who have consistently 
opposed participation in the war by 
Greece on the side of the allies, seem- 
ed stunned by the news that Russian 
troops had arrived to take part in the 
campaign, which under’ other condi- 
tions might have been taken by the 
Greek army. 

The general feeling here is that the 
bringing in of Russian troops has 
dispelled definitely the dream of a 
greater Greece, which was conceived 
a year and a half ago by the then 
Premier Venizelos, who carried Greece 
well on the way toward entrance into 
the war with the allies. 

It is regarded as possible that the 
presence of Russian forces in Macedo- 
nia will effect a change in the attitude 
of Bulgaria. 

In some quarters irritation is dis- 
played at the recent foreign policy of 
the Greek government, which is said 
to have overlooked the interests of 
this nation. 


GREEK TROOPS 
FIGHT BULGARS. 


London, August 22.—Greek troops 
have been fighting the Bulgarians In 
the vicinity of Seres. since Sunday 
morning, says an Athens dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph company. 

The Greek commander at Seres has 
called to arms all the reservists in 
that locality, says the dispatch. That 
the fighting is of a stubborn character 
is indicated by the fact that a large 
number of Greek soldiers have been 
Killed.

well as from Kavala and Drama. Seres 
is an important city of about 30,000

SERB POSITIONS 
REPORTED TAKEN. 


Berlin, August 22.—(Via London.)— 
The Serbian positions on the Malka 
Niezeplanina, east of Banica, on the 
Macedonian front, have been captured 
by aroops of the central powers, the 
war office announced today. 

The French, adds the announcement, 
have been driven over the Struma be- 
tween BRuthkova and Tahimos. 

The statement reads: 

“All the Serbian positions 
Malka Niezeplanina have been taken 
and the attack is progressing. The 
enemy, who several times commenced 
counter attacks on Dzemaat-Jerl and 
in the Moglena region has been san- 
guinarily repulsed. :

“Our troops operating southward 
from Florina reached the Malaria 
ridge.

Position— British Also En- 
circling Germans in Guille- 
mont. | 


On the western front there has been 
lttle change. The~- British continue 
their efforts to surround Thiepval and 
report the capture of 100 yards of 
German trenches in the direction of 
Martinpuich. 

The British are slowly creeping near- 
er to Thiepval, on their left flank, their 
latest advance bringing them within 
1,000 yards of the place. They also 
report a considerable gain near Po- 
zieres, where they have pushed forward 
along a half-mile front. Guillemont, 
northwest of Combles, is still holding 
out, although the British are fast hem- 
ming it in, and report the Germans in 
the town suffering heavily from artil- 
lery fire. There has been no action 
of importance on the French section. 

For several days meager Russian re- 
ports have insisted that nothing of im- 
portance has occurred in the east. Ber- 
lin, however, describes very heavy 
fighting, both on the Stokhod and in 
the Carpathians. An interesting fea- 
ture of the Russian official statement 
is the intimation that the Grand Duke 
Nicholas is again pressing hig offen- 
Sive in the Caucasus. For the last two 
days Petrograd has emphasized the 
fighting around Diarbekr, but no im- 
portant cnange has occurred. 

There is no news from the Itallan 
front, where a lull has existed for sev- 
eral days. 


FURTHER ADVANCE 
FOR THE BRITISH. 


London, August 22.—The British have 
made a further advance between Mar- 
tinpuich and Bazentin, where they cap- 
tured 100 yards of German trenches, 
says a war office statement tonight. 

The statement follows: 

“Between Martinpuich and Bazentin 
we gained a further hundred yards of 
enemy trenches. South of Guillemont 
we carried out a successful enterprise 
in the enemy's lines and captured one 
of hig machine guns. Hostile artillery 
was quieter today along our front. 

“As a result of yesterday's opera- 
tions south of Thiepval and near Mou- 
quet farm we took 164 prisoners. Fur- 
ther north on the British front there 
is nothing to report except considera- 
ble hostile artillery activity opposite 
Aix-Noulette and south of the Ypres- 
Comines canal.” 

Today's statement reads: “In Guille- 
mont the enemy’s garrison is still main- 
taining an obstinate resistance in spite 
of very heavy losses from our artil- 
lery bombardments. 

“In the vicinity of Pozieres we have 
again made considerable progress. We 
have advanced on a front of a half 
mile and are established at a road junc- 
tion just outside of Mouquet farm and 
have pushed forward along the right 
of the Pozieres-Miraumont road. 

“In the Leipsic salient (vicinity 
Thiepval) we extended our gains and 
advanced our positions to within 1,000 
yards of Thiepval. Over 100 more pris- 
oners were taken.” 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
GERMAN TRENCHES. 


Paris, August 22.—Progress was made 
by the French last night on the Somme 
front north of the river in the outskirts 
of Clery, the war office announced to- 
day. South of the river the French cap- 
tured trenches near Estrees and Soye- 
court, 

The anndSuncement follows: 

“North of the Somme the artillery 
continued to he active on a large por- 
tion of the front. During the ni,zht we 
made some progress in the outskirts 
of Clery. 

“In the wood which our troops took 
on August 20, south of Guillemont. we 
captured two more fleld guns, bringing 
up to eight the number of guns which 
fell into our hands in this engagement. 

“South of the Somme minor opera- 
tions enabled us to occupy several por- 
tions of trenches southwest of Estrees 
and east of Soyecourt. We took pris- 
omers. 

“Northwest of Soissons one of our 
detachments succeeded in carrying out 
a surprise attack on a German trench 
on Vimgre plateau. The night was 
calm on the remainder of the front. 

“Yesterday one of our pilots brought 
down an Albatross aeroplane near Lon- 
guevoison, near Nesles. Furthermore, 
enemy biplanes which were attacked at 
close quarters by our aviators, fled in 
a damaged condition. 

“Last night one of our aerial squad- 
rons dropped 79 bombs on the railway, 
stations and lines of Tergnier and 
Noyen, on the water station of Pont- 
le-Veque and on the station at Appilly. 
Our aviators report that sevére fires 
were caused. All our aeroplanes re- 
turned undamaged.”

GERMANS ADMIT

Berlin, August 22.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)—-eavy attacks by both the 
British and French on the Somme front 
have been repulsed by German troops, 
the war office announced today.

Mr. Davis declared that, in so far as

Mr. Davis followed Randall Clifton, 
assistant freight traffic manager of 
the Southern railway, upon the stand, 
Mr. Clifton having been disnrissed from 
thé stand at the close of Monday aft- 
ernoon’s session, 

Mr. Davis. in his testimony Tuesday, 
reviewed the history of rates for the 
carriers south of Macon, stating that 
in the earlier days the state railroad 
commission recognized the proportion- 
ate increase in expenses for operating 
a railroad through that section sparse- 
ly settled and with light traffic, and 
allowed increases in rates. 

He stated that the Coast Line has not 
been allowed to advance its rates com- 
mensurate with competing lines, which 
in 1893 were in the hands of receivers, 
and that now the Coast Line is in Class 
B. The Coast Line is seeking to be 
allowed to apply equal rates with the 
Class C roads, 

Mr. Davis submitted a series of fig- 
ures to the effect that the earnings of 
the Coast Line in Georgia are extreme- 
ly low. 

Previous Making of Rates. 

Mr. Davis then reviewed the making 
of rates in Georgia on the basing point 
system, which, he declared, progressed 
to a degree where all incentive for the 
small towns to buy in the primary 
markets was removed. As a result of 
this, he said, there were numerous 
complaints of discrimination on the 
part of the smaller towns, both to the 
Georgia commission and to the inter- 
state commission. 

As a result of the Georgia complaints 
and the similar complaint in other 
states where similar conditions existed, 
congress in 1910, he pointed out, pass- 
ed the long and short haul amendment 
to the act regulating commerce, 

The railroads then convinced the in- 
terstate commerce commission that the 
rates could not be adjusted by reduc- 
ing the rate’s to the intermediate points 
to the level of the rates of the basing 
points without bankrupting the roads 
in the south, and that therefore a proc- 
ess of revising the rates to the basing 
points and leveling the rates to the 
intermediate points to conform was 
adopted. 

Authorised Readjustment. 

The interstate commerce commission 
than authorized the readjustment of 
interstate rates, which has since been 
carried out graduaily, beginning with 
a readjustment of the rates from the 
Virginia cities and taking up Chatta- 
nooga and Nashville, and the southeast- 
ern ports. The last name revision has 
brought complaints from . Charleston 
and Jacksonville, the complaint of the 
last being now pending and the com- 
plaint of Charleston being held in 
abeyance, pending the petition of the 
carriers in Georgia to apply their pro- 
posed rate trom Brunswick and Savan- 
nah to points in Georgia, 

Mr. Davis declared that in North and 
South Carolina th@ carriers have al- 
ready been compelled by law to abolish 
the old basing point system and comply 
with the long and short haul clause. 
He ‘said experience of the Coast Line 
in the Carolinas has been that this 
new system of rates has brought about 
general satisfaction and has allowed 
the smaller towns to develop and has 
tended to the upbuilding of the terri- 
tory through which the Coast Line 
operates. 

Smaller Towns Complain. 

He declared that Georgia towns have 
long complained just as the Carolina 
towns did before the new system there. 

He cited the instances of the Bos- 
ton, Ga., complaint, asking equal rates 
with Quitman and Thomasville, in 
which the commission ordered the dis- 
crimination eliminated. He cited the 
Sylvester case, where merchants de- 
clared that they could not compete with 
Albany for the reason that Albany 
could sell goods at retail for the same 
price that Sylvester merchants could 
place goods in their stores. Mr. Davis 
read: evidence to show that all Sylves- 
ter was asking was relief from dis- 
crimination and was not asking a de- 
crease in rates, 

Mr. Ikavis submitted an exhibit show- 
ing the comparison between the present 
Georgia scale and the proposed Georgia 
scale. 

That the more substantial 
will likely be asked in several com- 
modity rates rather than in the class 
rates was a point developed by a query 
from Commissioner Gray.

Take Georgia Firat. 


He explained that while the carriers 
propose to ask a revisien of intrastate 
rates in other southern states, they 
had come to Georgia first because this 
state is largest in area, population and 
railroad mileage, and has more water 
competition, and, therefore, more dis- 
criminations. 

A further reason given for coming 
to Georgia first was that investigation 
had shown that in practically all of 
the other southern states the rates 
fixed by the Georgta commission had 
been used to a very considerable extent 
in fixing rates. 

J. Prince Webster, rate expert of the 
commission, asked Mr. Davis whether 
he thought that density of traffic 
should have any influence, or had any 
influence, in fixing rates. Mr. Davis 
replied that he believed density of traf- 
fic did influence the fixing of rates. 

Commissioner Gray asked Mr. Davis 
how the measure for the revision of 
interstate rates was determined. 

Mr. Davis stated that the interstate 
commerce commission selected a mile- 
age scale, beginning at 300 miles, with 
a maximum rate beyond which the car- 
riers could not go. 

Judge Hillyer, of the commission, de- 
sired to know what was the attitude of 
consumers in complaint such as the Syl- 
vester complaint; would a purchaser of 
an automobile, for instance, be inter- 
ested in an increase in freight rates on 
automobiles. 

Mr. Davis replied that the consumer 
would probably be interested in such 
an example, He continued that the 
merchants: and not the consumers had 
brought the complaints and he knew 
of no instance where consumers had 
appeared to express their views, but 
that tHe merchants, who were them- 
selves also consumers, had expressed 
themselves as satisfied with an equali- 
zation of rates and had asked no re- 
duction. 


Afternoon Session. 


At the afternoon session Mr. Davis 
took up an explanation of the opera- 
tion of the proposed class rates trom 
Georgia ports to interior Georgia 
towns, showing that these rates will re- 
sult in a material decrease in rates ex- 
cept for the short hauls out of the 
ports, where increases will be asked, as 
previously indicated, because of the 
fact that the relative cost of short 
hauls is greater. Mr. Davis also sub- 
mitted exhibits to show that, under the 
proposed Georgia readjustment, Savan- 
nah and Brunswick will be placed ona 
parity with the other southeastern 
ports where the new interstate rates 
to Georgia points have already been 
put into effect, 

Commissioner Gray pointed out that 
Savannah had complained that Charles- 
ton was able to reach a greater terri- 
tory in Georgia and at a lower rate 
than Savannah was able to reach in 
South Carolina, and desired to know 
whether carriers proposed a straight 
mileage basis which would remedy this 
situation. Mr. Davis said that they did. 

Throughout this development, Chair- 
man Candler inquired carefully into 
whether or not the railroads were us- 
ing the same basis for fixing the rate 
as had been originally indicated that 
they would. He stated that he wanted 
it made clear that the railroads were 
“not using two yardsticks,” and that 
in any departures that might be pro- 
posed that “no gaps are being left 
down.”

“Mr. Pottle is missating facts. Either 
he is deliberately falsifying, or he has re- 
frained from informing himself as to the 
truth. In either case, he has proved him- 
self unworthy of your confidence. 

“When he states that I have mortgaged 
my home in order to insure payment of the 
fee I agreed to pay Mr. Dorsey, he states 
an untruth. I have not mortgaged my home 
either to pay Mr. Dorsey or to pay any 
other lawyer on earth one cent. My home is 
my own, and will remain my own. 

“I am no lawyer, but I have learned much 
of the law that relates to the murder of my 
two daughters.

my own lawyer to represent the sheriff of 
Bexar county. Naturally 1 employed a law- 
yer, and naturally Mr. Oorsey—the one 
most conversant with the details of the mat- 
ter from start to end—was the man. 

“Mr. Pottle knows or ought to know that 
the state of Georgia could not have appeared 
in this case. Georgia had nothing to do 
with it. Texas alone, of all the states in 
the Union, was entitled to a voice. And that 
voice would not have been raised had I not 
rbeen determined to bring the murderers of my 
daughters back to justice in Georgia and had 
I not been able to emply Mr. Dorsey's ability 
for the work he was in no wise constrained to 
do and in. no wise prevented from doting. 

“If there were to be any criticism of Mr. 
Dorsey for his labors in this case before it 
ever came to Georgia, that criticism would 
come properly from me-—not from Mr. Pot- 
tle. I have no criticism whatever to offer. 
I have nothing but praise for Mr. Dorsey. 
In common with every other mother in 
Georgia, I am indebted to him for what he

KENNESAW

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THE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


In a statement from the prison commis- 
sion, which by recent act of the legislature 
has been constituted the highway commis- 
sion or highway department of Georgia, ex- 
ception is taken to the fact that certain 
newspapers of Georgia have criticised the 
measure upon the ground that it was framed 
to satisfy political motives, rather than to 
bring about substantial constructive achieve- 
ment. 

In this statement, signed: by all of the 
members of the prison commission, positive 
assurance is given that the legislative act 
meets the requirements of the federal law 
with reference to the distribution of its ap- 
proximate eighty million dollar good roads 
fund. of which Georgia’s share is around 
$2,000,000, and that nothing stands in the 
way of Georgia’s participation in it. 

If this is true, The Constitution rejoices 
in it. This paper was among those which 


criticised the highway commission act be- 


cause of its apparent inefficiency; and our 
criticism was based not wholly upon our 
own ex-parte assertion, but upon the signed 
statement of no less an official than Director 
Logan Waller Page, of the Federal Good 
Roads bureau, who expressed the positive 
opinion that the measure as it passed the 
house would not conform to federal require- 
ments, and that under it Georgia could not 
participate in the government good roads 
fund. With the exception that three ex- 
officio members were added to the highway 
commission by the senate, there is no mate- 
rial difference between the law as it was 
finally enacted and the bill as it passed the 
house. 

We naturally concluded, and we still be 
lieve, that Mr. Page was in a position to 
know what he was talking about, inasmuch 
as to him will fall the distribution of the 
good roads fund through direct recommen- 
dation of the commissioner of agriculture. 

Nevertheless, we sincerely trust that the 
prison commission is right and that Mr, 
Page was wrong. We shall continue to 
hope that upon second thought Mr. Page 
will agree with the views as expressed by 
the commission, and will unhesitatingly 
award to Georgia her share of the federal 
fund without the twelve months’ delay 
which would be necessitated by a demand 
for amended legislation. 

So far as the prison commission is con: 
cerned; The Constitution has not entered ob- 
jection against its designation as the state 
highway department. We took occasion to 
say at the time the measure was under leg- 
islative consideration that regardless of the 
personnel of the highway commission, there 
should be enacted a law which would give 
that body adequate authority to build for 
Georgia’s best interests. We did not be- 
lieve that the measure was so framed at the 
time it was under discussion, nor did we 
believe it met the necessities of the case as 
passed. 

But, again, we hope tne commission is 
correct in its conclusion as to its meeting 
the requirements of the federal act govern- 
ing the good roads fund distribution. 

We shall continue to hope, too, that while, 
as the prison commission says, “it may not 
be in every respect an ideal piece of legisla- 
tion,” it can and will be built up and 
strengthened by future legislatures which 
shall put Georgia’s important interests on 
a higher. plane than that of petty personal 
politics. — .

Many gray-haired men have done their 
bit in the military training camps, and have 
given good accounts of themselves, and here 
is the comment of one paper—The Dayton 
(Ohio) News—as to regiments of old men, 
to report, when necessary, for active duty: 


There is much of wisdom in the prop- 
osition, if the men can be found, as they 
probably can be. Wars should be fought 
by old men, not by young men. War 
would not be nearly so burdensome if 
only those past middle life were re- 
cruited. This for the reason that when a 
man past 50 is killed the world has not 
sustained so great a loss as when a boy 
is killed. At 70, when a man passes 
away, the loss is not great; only a few 
years at most. But at 16 or 18, there is 
no way of estimating the loss. 

But war is such a strenuous game 
that only the young can follow it for 
any length of time. It would require 
exceptional old men to endure a cam- 
paign of a few months. Not one man in 
a million of the age of 70 could go 
through for two years what the boys in 
the trenches in Europe have endured. 


But it is pointed out that it is a good 
idea to recruit such a regiment, if only to 
demonstrate just how much life there is in 
the old boys still! 


THE ANTI-DIPPING CARPERS. 


In a south Georgia county the other day 
an “anti-dipping” agitator harangued a 
meeting called to rebel against the authori. 
ties—state and federal—bent upon the erad- 
ication of the Texas fever tick from the 
cattle herds of Georgia and the south. 

“He spoke for two hours and was very 
abusive at times,” to .quote from the news 
dispatch telling about the meeting. “He 
advised forming a ‘committee of 100’ to noti- 
fy the county commissioners that they 
should revoke the law, and wanted to ‘wait’ 
on them and tell them what they had to do.” 

The report of the meeting goes on to say 
that “aggood deal of indignation was ex- 
pressed by various citizens over the speech 
of the visitor.”

That the Texas fever tick has cost Geor- 
gia and southern farmers and live stock 
growers thousands upon thousands, if not 
millions, of dollars, none will nor can deny. 
And that proper dipping, systematically 
done, does destroy this evil and completely

released from quarantine, stands as forceful 
demonstration. The vindication of the dip- 
ping vat is complete; its value is go patent 
that further argument in its behalf igs super- 
fluous—like argument for pure air. 

It would be deplorable for Georgia if agi- 
tators of this sort could find anywhere in the 
state even small audiences that would lend 
them willing ear or applaud their efforts. 

The forbearance of the citizens who 
heard this agitator was commendable: but 
it is hoped they made their indignation suffi- 
ciently clear to deter any others from re- 
peating the effort.

Prison Commission Says 
Georgia Will Get Her Share 
Of Federal Good Roads Fund 


The state prison commission has issued 
the following statement: 

To the People of Georgia: One of the 
inexplicable things is why some ‘newspaper 
writers continue to express doubt about the 
highway department bill recently passed by 
tne general assembly complying sufficiently 
with the federal law so as to enable Georgia 
to secure her share of the fund appropriated 
by congress to aid in constructing post roads 
in the various states. The only conditions 
necessary to be complied with are: 

First—An equal expenditure in money or 
labor by the states. 

Second—A highway department through 
whom proposed projects. and plans and speci- 
fications for same, can be submitted, and 
who can properly inspect and supervise the 
construction of the projects. 

To meet the first condition our state, 
through the various county road forces, is 
today contributing in money and labor about 
$4,000,000 annually. Therefore, it will be 
seen that the federal appropriation will really 
be only 5 per cent, or iess, of the state's expen- 
diture. It will be a very easy matter for the 
various counties to submit projects of a per- 
manent character to be constructed by their 
road forces, they to furnish all the labor 
and equipment and the government to furnish 
v9) per cent of the value of labor and mate- 
rial, and then have time to look after the 
maintenance of the remainder of their roads 
and bridges. As to the second requirement, 
the Adams-Heath bill establishes a highway 
department, with-ample power and authority 
to employ engineers and make plans and 
specifictaions for the ,various projects and 
submit them to the United States govern- 
ment, and inspect and supervise the work 
being done, thus meeting the other condi- 
tions. 

The trouble with the bill in the opinion 
of the critics is that it will put the federal 
fund on post roads where congress intended 
it should be used, and it cannot be expended 
in paying large salaries and constructing na- 
tional highways, except as the various coun- 
ties may co-operate in laying out their 
projects. 

The prison commission had nothing to do 
with the preparation of the bill and had no 
knowledge of its introducction until the same 
was put upon its passage in the house of 
representatives as a substitute for the vari- 
ous bills then pending in the house. The 
commission immediately obtained a copy of 
the bill for the purpose of studying its pro- 
visions, so as to be able to advise concerning 
it. The only object or interest the commis- 
sion had was to secure a measure that would 
comply with the act of congress and secure 
the federal appropriation in aid of road 
work, and that would also give the highway 
department the technical and expert assist- 
ance it needed so as render the greatest 
possible service to the state. We advocated 
and the senate adopted the amendment add- 
ing the State geologist and the professors of 
engineering at the state university and the 
technological school, for the reason that we 
believed the state should utilize their tech- 
nical knowledge in the organization and cone 
duct of an efficient highway department. 

The bill, as adopted, in express terms as- 
sents to the provisions of the federal act ag 
provided by section 1 of that act, in order 
to secure the appropriation. The bill also 
enacts all the provisions and duties of the 
federal act, as well as re-enacts by reference 
thereto the act of 1908 in reference to work- 
ing the convicts upon the public roads and 
the employment of civil engineers in plan- 
ning, constructing and inspecting the publie 
roads of the state. 

Therefore, the criticism of the bill just 
passed, that it makes no provisions to meet 
the federal appropriation, is not well found- 
ed, for to meet the $135,000 that Georgia will 
receive this year under this appropriation we 
have the labor of the convicts estimated at a 
value of something like $4,000,000. The fed- 
eral law also provides that not more than 10 
per cent of that appropriation may be used 
to meet engineering expenses. This will give 
a fund of more than $13,000 for the payment 
of civil engineers the first year. We think 
this will be ample, and if not it will certainly 
meet all requirements urtil the legislature 
convenes in June, when an appropriation may 
be made to supplement this. Instead of the 
bill as adopted being a negligible «piece of 
legisiation, it is really a comprehensive high- 
way bill, one that confers sufficient author- 
ity on the highway department to carry into 
effect the objects of the legislature and of 
congress without the hampering restrictions 
sought by some of the other bills. It may 
not be in every respect an ideal piece of 
legislation, but it is really constructive, and 
can be added to as experience demonstrates 
the necessity therefor. :

DEATH OF FIRST 
WIFE LEGALIZES 
SECOND MARRIAGE 


“Tf a man who has a living wife un- 
divorced enters into ceremonial mar- 
riage with another woman, who was 
not shown to have known of the for- 
mer marriage, and they lived as man 
and wife many years and continued to 
do so, after the death of the first wife, 
they will be considered lawfully mar- 
ried.” 

Such was the decision of the supreme 
court in an opinion handed down on 
Tuesday in the case of Smith vs. Reed 
from Polk county. 

Mrs. Mary G. Smith filed application 
for letters of administration on the 
estate of William H. Williams. A ca- 
veat was filed by Mrs. Willie Reed, 
who claimed to be the daughter and 
sole heir of the deceased and alleged 
that there were no debts and that no 
administration was needed. The ca- 
veat was sustained by the court of or- 
dinary and subsequently by the supe- 
rior court and an appeal taken to the 
court of final review. 

It developed that William H. Wil- 
liams came to this country from Wales 
in 1859. While in Wales he had mar- 
ried Ellen Jones. For a time he lived 
in New York, leaving a wife and daugch- 
ter there in 1865. In 1871 he married a 
widow and for many:-years lived with 
her in Rockmart, having one child, who 
afterwards became Mrs. Reed. The 
New York wife died and it did not ap- 
pear that the Georgia wife, who sur- 
vived until 1911 knew anything of her 
existence.

Great Reception 


Pottle and Harris Working| 
Desperately to Throw Race 
Into Convention Where the 
Politicians Can Defeat Will 
of People, He Declares.

Sparta, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
Hugh Dorsey took his gloves off and 
waded into Joseph E. Pottle in the 
bosom of the latter’s camp today when 
he addressed two demonstrative gath- 
erings at Greensboro and Eatonton. 

Enthusiasm was rampant in Greens- 
boro, where the courthouse was unable 
to hold more than three-fourths of 
Nothing in north or south 
Georgia at any time during his cam- 
paign has equaled the ovation through- 


out the address. 

“Mr. Pottle and Governof Harris,” 
said Dorsey, both at Greensboro and 
Eatonton, “were opposed to the Neill 
bill, abandoning the county unit plan, 
because they wanted to leave the selec- 
tion of governor up to _ politicians. 
Neither candidate amounts to very 
much before the people, so each want- 
ed to throw the gelection into the hands 
of politicians. 

Born, Flourished, Fizzled. 

“Pottle’s campaign was born in Mil- 
ledgeville, flourished in Macon and fiz- 
zled out the other night in Atlanta 
when he undertook an address. Pottle 
is desperately trying to throw the sit- 
uation into the hopper of politics and 
let it be ground out at Macon. But 
the people of Georgia will in due time 
veto the veto the governor put on the 
Neill bill and forever do away with the 
disgraceful convention.” 

The opposition opened up its bat- 
teries in Eatonton immediately Dor- 
sey had concluded his address, Judge 
Frank Saffold, one of Pottle’s support- 
ers, had widely advertised the fact 
that he would speak in the interests of 
his favorite at 4:30 o’clock, the time 
Dorsey was scheduled to finish. Dor- 
sey’s audience taxed the court room 
to capacity, there being perhaps 600 
or more. Between one-fourth and one- 
fifth of this crowd gathered to hear 
Judge Saffold, who devoted an hour 
or more to an arraignment of Dorsey, 

In the cotrse of his introduction 
of Mr. Dorsey, Hiram lL. Gard- 
ner, of Eatonton, pronounced him 
the coming man of Georgia polit- 
ical affaira and one of the gsouth’s 
most illustrious’ sons. His words 
were greeted by an outburst that 
halted his speech. Greene county, of 
which Greensboro is the county seat, 
and Putnam, the home of Eatonton, are 
in Pottle’s judicial circuit and but a 
few miles from his home, Milledgeville. 


Enemy’s Country Invaded. 


Dorsey’s tour through the heart of 
Pottle’s judicial circuit promises to be 
Georgia’s most spectacular political 
stroke. Dorsey, himself, is confident 
it will be most fruitful. And from the 
talk current in Greensboro, his assur- 
rance is not in the least unfounded. 

Dorsey has the self-contidence that 
is the heart of success. It is not ego- 
tism which prompted him to tell sup- 
porters on the train this morning, en 
route to Greensboro: ‘Yes, I firmly be- 
lieve I'll carry most of the territory if 
I can reach the people.” 

He has faith in his ammunition— 
thus he sticks to his guns despite the 
fire of the allied enemy. That is the 
manner in which an old confederate 
veteran described his impression of 
Dorsey. 

Though he is within the boundaries 
of the enemy, there is this outstand- 
ing distinction to Dorsey’s fighting. 
He declines to wield the weapon of 
the enemy. He prefers the truth of 
the statesman tothe slander of the un- 
scrupulous politician. He has a gos- 
pel to spread among the people-——let 
the other fellow waste his time with 
slander. Dorsey is assured the people 
are capable of judging the other fel- 
low; his time and thought are devoted 
to submitting to the people facts by 
which he might be judged. 
If the other fellow ig unworthy of 
consideration, a volley of platforin elo- 
quence would impart the fact no 
quicker than the people themselves 
would learn it. 

“Day of Preparedness.” Ss 

“This is a day of preparedness, men, 
said Dr. J. S. Robing, of Greensboro, 
when he presented the candidate to that 
massive throng which taxed every inch 
of space in the courthouse. “We must 
prepare by thought *and _ foresight. 
Things are soon to happen in Georgia's 
capital which will shape the destinies 
of our state. 

“We need at the head of our state 
affairs a man who is the last word in 
efficiency, a man with the moral cour- 
age, a man with the devotion to his 
people and their Interests, and with the 
manhood to ably serve that devotion. 

“A square deal is the vital essential 
of preparedness-——and fair play Is a re- 
ligion with Hugh Dorsey. Therein lies 
the substructure of all preparedness. 

“There hag never been in southern 
politics a man with truer character 
than Hugh Dorsey; a grittier fighter, 
a deeper student, a man better prepared 
to serve a people.” 

There was a gale of applause from 
the audience when Dr. Robins extolled 
Dorsey for his political ideals, and pre- 
dicted the influence Dorsey’s adminis- 
tration would have over the home. 

“The greatest love a man has is for 
his home,” said the physician. ‘And 
therein lies the strength of the state 
and republic. The principles of Dor- 
sey safeguard the home and  nour- 
ish it.

“*s bill requiring the express companies 
and other common carriers to collect from 
the cdénsignees 10 cents on each package 
of whisky and beer. Three cents of which 
is for the carrier and 7 cents to be paid 
to the apnery for recording and filing the 
notice of shipments until the ordinary has 
received $600. Thereafter he will only re- 
ceive one-seventh of that paid to him and 
the balance be paid to the-,state. 

‘‘* resolution to pay the ordinaries a 
fee of $1 for each pensioner paid for 1915. 

“‘A resolution appropriating $33,000 to 
pay the unpaid pensions for 1916. 

‘A resolution appropriating $175,000 in 
addition to the $875,000 for 1917, so that 
the increase of the pensions to $70 can be 
paid for 1917. 

"A bill to extend to the disabied soldiers 
the same increase of $10 each for 1917 as 
the law provides for the other classes of 
pensions. 

‘Please post this in your office and let 
all. the pensioners know of its contents. 
The unpaid pensions for 1916 and the ordi- 
narles' fees for 1915 will be paid just as 
soon as the state has the money to do so.

With $13,500,000 Due, Direc- 
tors Decide They Have 
Reached End of Rope. 


Boston, August °2?.—Receivership for 
the Boston and Maine railroad, which 
operates in the four northern New 
England states and Canada, was asked 
for in a bill in equity filed in the fed- 
eral court here today. This action, in 
which the Inter-Continental Rubber 
Company of New Jersey, holder of the 
road’s note for $51,000, appears as the 
petitioner, was taken with the con- 
sent of the road’s directors, it is un- 
derstood. A director said tonight it 
was a friendly proceeding, intended to 
simplify the task of straightening out 
the road’s financial tangle. 

The directors, who for two years 
have been trying to reorganize the 
system, met today to consider payment 
of $13,500,000 of indebtedness falling 
due August 31. They decided they had 
“reached the end of their rope,” in the 
words of one of their number, and 
issued this statement through Presi- 
dent J. H. Hustis: 

“In the opinion of the directors of 
the Boston and Maine railroad, it is 
inempedient to attempt a further re- 
newal of the notes. A creditor's peti- 
tion for a receiver has been filed in 
the United States district court, and 
n due time the Boston and Maine will 
file its answer thereto.” 

Indications were not lacking tonight 
that certain leased line interests might 
contest a proposal of receivership. 

The line’s financial troubles reached 
a climax at a time when the road is 
enjoying the greatest prosperity in its 
history. Earnings were never so great, 
but the company, according to its offi- 
cials, is without sufficient credit. 

The Boston and Maine railroad meee 
its 26 leased or controlled subsidiaries 
operate 4,300 miles of track.

CATHOLICS ARE URGED 
TO VOTE AS CATHOLICS 


They Are Told to Unite and 
Vote to Subserve Principles 
for Which They Stand. 


New York, August 22.—Catlrolic vot- 
ers throughout the United States were 
urged at a mass meeting of the Ger- 
man Roman Catholic Central Verein 
here tonight to unite. and cast their 
influences at the polls ‘where it will 
best subserve the high and holy prin- 
ciples” for which Catholics stand. James 
F, Zipf, president of the Gonzaga un- 
ion, of St. Louis, who made the appeal, 
declared there were at least 3,000,000 
Catholic voters in the country—‘‘quite 
a force,” he said, “for the bringing 
about of proper conditions.” 

“That,” Mr. Zipf added, “is almost as 
many votes as the republican party 
polled at the last general election, That 
very number places in our hands a pow- 
er to be used in works of social civic 
betterment, in works of mercy and of 
peace. When the Catholic arm is uplift- 
ed let it be for construction always, 
but never for destruction.” 

Liberty and Toleration. 

Mr. Zipf asserted he was not con- 
tending for a religious party, but for 
an organization of Catholics to bring 
into: public life a spirit of liberty and 
toleration. 

“We must be so organized,” he de- 
clared, ‘and under such leadership that 
upon occasions we speak forcibly as 
one man, and say to the black hand of 
religious intoleration, hypocrisy and 
hatred, ‘thou shalt not. enter here; s0 
far shalt thou go and no further.’ ” 

A resolution demanding that at the 
end of the world war the pope ‘be 
heard in the council of the nations for 
the securing and cementing of a per- 
manent peuce,”’ was passed by the 
American Federation of Catholic So- 
cieties at its convention. It said: 

“As the representative of the Prince 
of Peace and the common = spiritual 
father of so many millions among all 
nations of the earth, he is the logical 
arbiter to whom warring peolpes can 
turn for a disinterested and impartial 
settlement of all their difficulties in 
accordance with the sacred principles 
of justice and humanity.” 


Catholics and Mexico. 


A resolution was adopted “inviting 
thoughtful attention” to a statement 
“regarding the attitude of American 
Catholics towards their persecuted co- 
religionists and towards chose who are 
not their co-religzgionists in Mexico.” 

The statement embodied in the rego- 
lution declared that at no time since 
the “beginning of the sad outrages 
against religion in Mexico” has the 
church, or any official body or leader 
affiliated with the church, “lent aid, 
financial or otherwise, to the stirring 
up of strife, etther here or elsewhere, 
against any persons or group claiming 
to be a government or even a faction 
in Mexico.” 

At no time, it was asserted, have the 
exiled Mexican prelates appealed to 
their fellow Catholics in the United 
States “to aid in revolutionary move- 
ments Or to agitate for bringing about 
American intervention.” The’ only 
money raised by Catholics in this coun- 
try to aid Mexico, it was added, “was 
raised and expended for charitable pur- 
poses. 

“What Catholics of the United States 
ask in connection with Mexico,” de- 
clared the resolution, “is that whatever 
fourm of government be established in 
Mexico with the aid and friendship of 
our country, it shall grant and guar- | 
antee liberty of conscience and freedom 
of worship as they exist in our United 
States, and which are denied in Mexico 
by unjust laws.” eer

Special Commodity Rates Will 
| Not Be Reached Before 
August 30. 


Following the announcement several 
days ago by the railroads of a pro-

The general list closed 
steady at a net advance of 1 to 7 
points. 

There was a renewal of the buying 
movement which had been in progress 
late yesterday at the opening this 
morning, and first prices were 6 to 17 
points higher. Firmness in Liverpool 
and the continued dry weather in the 
southwest promoted the demand which 
carried October contracts up to 14.90 
and January to 14.99 during the first 
few minutes, or more than half a cent 
above the closing quotations of last 
Saturday. Realizing was very heavy at 
this level, while there were rumors of | 
increased southern selling, and also 
that mill hedges were being liquidated 
around the ring.

KCEEDS MILLION 


U. S. Steel Active at New 
High Level — All Except 
Motor and Shipping Shares 
Advance. 


New York, August 22.—The volume of 
business on the stock market today 
was larger with few exceptions than 
on any other day this year, the over- 
turn reaching about 1,360,000 shares. 
Trading was on a rising scale of prices 
and nearly all branches of the list con- 
tributed to the buoyant tone, Motors 
which were relatively weak, and ship- 
ping issues, which forfeited a small 
part of their recent gains, were the 
exceptions. 

United States Steel was the com- 
manding feature, outdistancing all oth- 
er stocks in point of activity on its 
extreme advance of 2% points to 97%, 
a pe r record. Transactions in steel 
which embraced innumerable individual 
lots of 1,000 to over 4,000 shares, ap- 
proximated 250,000 shares. 

Other stocks, including industrials, 
equipments and war issues rose.l to 4 
points, with unusual] activity in Bethle- 
hem steel, which gained 12% points at 
480. Coppers and zinc shares, Mexi- 
can's, the distilling issues and half a 
score of unclassified issues were high- 
er by 2 to 4 points with six for ‘Sears- 
Roebuck at 212. 

Reading led the railway list on its 
gross gain of 2% to 109%, the balance 
of the list holding back until the final 
hour when that entire division, par- 
ticularly the trans-continentals, west- 
erns and northwesterns 
registered gains ranging 
points. The movement in these st 
synchronized with WieelLington 
patches which gave rise to grea 
optimism respecting the outcome oft 
impending railway labor conference 

The setback in-motors was explained 
by announcement of the sale of a large 
block of treasury stock by the Willys- 
Overland company. General news wa's 
of a negative character, aside from the 
receipt of another installment of Brit- 


ish gold. This found no reflection 
in foreign exchange, however, that 
market being extremely apathetic. 
Heavy accumulation of Anglo-French 
fives at a fractional advance imparted 
strength to the bond market. Total 
Sales, par value, were $4,285,000.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, August 


22.—( Special one 
western belt continues dry, although the | 
forecast today again calls for unsettled | 
weather. Private advices from Texas states | 
that they expect a good crop if rain be de- 
ferred until September 1, but the market 
does not so view the situation. The bulls 
have complete control of the situation and | 
the bears are both unable and unwliling | 
to sell cotton until it rains in the western | 
belt or until the September 1l* bureau report | 
is out of the way, or until the new crop | 
moves in sufficient volume to offer resist- | 
ance, Liverpool took the market to 

high levels and our market quickly 


lowed. In this market January sold at 


14.98, and every month beyond January sold 
above the 15-cent market. Later in the day 
it was rumored that Texas, especially north 
exas, was having some rain, and while 
the news was not concrete enough to induce 
selling it lessened the buying vigor to some 
extent and prices came backward rather 
easily. The bears, however, will wait for 
the officail map reading tomorrow morning 
before they will conclude that enough rain 
has fallen to be of any value. They have 
sold too often on the hope of rain and the 
rain failed to materialize on the map the 
following day. Spot houses are beginnin 
to sell early shipment, and should Marc 
and May cotton continue to advance, they 
would run into considerably more cotton 
which is offered at prices but little ahead 
of today’s figures. One prominent Chicago 
house today issued a crop condition report 
showing a condition of 65 vs. 75.7 one month 
ago and by some this report was concluded 
to suggest a crop of 11,000,000 bales. If 
the government figures are 65, the govern- 
ment will tell us in the same breath that 
a 65 condition on September 1 suggests a 
crop of 12,400,000 bales and this does not 
inelude linters which would add another 
million bales to the figures. With a lint 
yield of about 11,100,000 last year, we had 
nearly 900,000 linters, and therefore this 
crop of Hnters should show 1,000,000. We 
do not think the bears will have either 
the courage or the disposition to force the 
issue just now, but think the bulls will 
have a hard time if they go further.

New York, August 22.—(Special.)—The 
Liverpool market was excited before our 
opening, advancing sharply on demand-.from 
the trade with drought advices from 
Texas. We opened with American splin- 
ners, Wall street buying and the few re- 
maining covering. At the advance this de- 
mand was supplied and as there are no 
short sellers, the cotton must have come 
from those who have been long. Up to the 
present time there has been little hedge 
selling, but today the volume increased. 
The market felt the effect of these sales, 
declining vo last night’s prices, but without 
changing the bullish temper of the trade 
who believe the spinners have bought all 
the contracts against their sales of cotton 
goods. In the afternoon reports of showers 
at Austin, Hillsboro, Whitesboro, Texas, 
were received. After the crose it was rain- 
ing at Dallas, Sherman, Fort Worth, 
rains at Denison, threatening at Greenville 
and McKinney. Later from Paris, 
we are advised of good rains in Oklahoma 
from Hugo to Fort Smith.
